Drawing heavier fire than ever are those 
ferocious iiileresl rales on credit cards. In this 
day of 5 and 6% inieresi on your money, 
one bank is charging 22%. New studies say 
that we Westerners are paying the highest 
rates of all. In Arkansas, for example, where 
rales on credit cards are limited by law, you 
can gel plastic from established banks for 12- 
15%. 

Which is why Congress is casting a beady 
eye on the whole scene, especially now (1987) 
that the interest we pay on credit cards is not 
deductible as it was until the emergence of the 
new tax law. 

If you are not sure how much interest 
you are paying, examine your monthly state¬ 
ment for the APR, or Annual Percentage 
Rate. Many cards also charge an annual fee 
and some even levy a charge even in months 
when you pay off llie entire balance. 

If you use a card often and don’t pay it 
off every month, you could be paying through 
llie non-deductible nose. Strike back your.self: 
sliop around for the card with the lowest 
APR and fee. There’s no prestige or snob 
appeal paying several hundred $ per year more 
than you need to. 

Or write Consumer Action, 693 Mission 
St. M)3, San Francisco, 94105, enclose a stamp¬ 
ed self-addres.sed envelope and they’ll send you 
a list of who cliarges what on credit cards 
all over the country. Many are 10 full points 
below those usual higli charges and some le.ss 
than that on cards secured by a deposit or 
some such.

Unique Christmas 
gift idea from library 

Did you know the Sierra Madre Public Lib¬ 
rary is a Braille Institute Depository? This means 
that the library can provide services to visually, 
physically handicapped or reading-disabled people. 

Anyone unable to read or handle standard 
print books or magazines with glasses is eligible 
for this service. All he must do is complete an appli¬ 
cation and have it signed by a qualifying authority, 
usually a medical doctor. The library personnel will 
be happy to assist in filling out the application. 

The collection includes “talking book” records, 
record players, earphones, tapes, cassette players 
and flexi-disks. 

Enrolling a handicapped or visually-impaired 
person in this program provides him with hours 
of interest and enjoyment. It’s a great way to say 
“Merry Christmas.” 


The holiday season al¬ 
ways brings on a ple¬ 
thora of stage produc¬ 
tions to add to the fes¬ 
tivities and tighten the 
schedules. Sierra Madre 
Players’ musical, 
“Scrooge,” opens Dec. 
13, The Broadway Play¬ 
house production of a 
less well-known musical, 
“She Loves Me!” opens 
this weekend, as does 
Theater Americana’s 
new' original, “Royal 
Americans,” in Altade- 
na. 

On top of this, Pasa¬ 
dena has two new ar¬ 
rivals in the stage pro¬ 
duction field, sharing the 
same Old Town accom¬ 
modations. 

First to open is the 
Pacific Theater En¬ 
semble, formerly of San¬ 
ta Monica and Venice, 
where they say they had 
no trouble with audien¬ 
ces but found few long¬ 
term supporters. They 
have come to Pasadena 
for the stability of its 
population and the tra¬ 
dition of theatrical in¬ 
terest in the area. To 
one who has seen a lot 
of theater groups come 
and go, they look like a 
winner. 

Their first production 
was Lanford Wilson’s 
“The Hot I Baltimore,” 
not the easiest play to 
handle. Wilson is a mas¬ 
ter of contemporary lan¬ 
guage, and “The Hot 1 
Baltimore” gives a group 
a workout in timing, 
where conversation 
overlap and a director 
must push the audien¬ 


ce’s attention in the sig¬ 
nificant direction. It gives 
some great opportunities 
for characterization and 
the Ensemble rose to the 
challenge with enthu¬ 
siasm. Unfortunately, it 
has now closed, with a 
full 60-seat house for its 
final performance. 

Seemingly determined 
to prove their versatility, 
the next production is 
Oscar Wilde’s mannered 
comic confection, “The 
Importance of Being Er¬ 
nest.” As Wilson catch¬ 
es the contemporary, 
Wilde is witty in Ed¬ 
wardian, with a plot as 
delightfully silly as W.S. 
Gilbert and a script fill¬ 
ed with one-lineis which 
have become part of the 
theatrical language. 
Bright kids should love 
this one. It runs on Dec. 
5, 6, 7, 11, 12, 13 and 
14. It will be reveiwed 
here, but on the strength 
of the quality the com¬ 
pany has already de¬ 
monstrated, I’d make re¬ 
servations now. Their

Their theater is at 20 
W. Colorado St. — up 
some impressive, if crea¬ 
ky, stairs. 

Sharing the space with 
them on Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays is another 
new group — The Plain 
Wrap Players, with two 
one acts, Sam Shepard’s 
“Cowboys HI" and Lan¬ 
ford Wilson’s “The 
Great Nebula in Orion.”

Ministers share reasons 
for all thanksgiving 


Area ministers described their different re¬ 
sponses to Thanksgiving week at the prayer break¬ 
fast sponsored by Sierra Madre Woman’s Club last 
Wednesday morning at Essick House. And each 
had a unique message for the large crowd of 
foothill residents. 

Rector Michael Bamberger of Church of the 
Ascension told the group there are few constants 
in life; however, Sierra Madre is unique because of 
its “constants” — church bells ringing and the 
fire horn that blows every noon. 

The Ascension church bells ring to call the 
people to worship. “We are called as a community 
to give praise,” he said. “The noon fire horn are 
the ‘bells’ of the community. The fire horn re¬ 
minds us that we’re a community bound together, 
including the volunteer fire department as well as 
other volunteers in the town.” 

Rev. Father John Render of the Monastary 
talked of gratitude, mentioning a professional 
writer who in later years had written a thank 
you letter to his teacher. The teacher answered, 
“I have been teaching for over 50 years and yours 
is the first note of appreciation.” 

Render said, “1 spend half of my time on the 
road and I am,gcat.efu)j^for beinfe'^lipre. When! you 
]fly over the country,' you appreciate it.^ We’re 
given gifts freely ... I would like to thank God 
and thank you all for being present this morning 
and letting me share this.” 

Rev. Elwood Wissmann of Methodist Church 
noted that unexpected gifts are God’s grace. “His love 
is freely given as we receive and share with others. 
This is our gift of gratitude. That is God’s grace. 
That is God’s love.” 

He shared a story told about a bronze plaque 
that adorned a room in an old London hospital. 
The plaque read, “This bed is endowed by the 
savings of a poor man grateful for the unexpected 
gift of recovery.” 

Wissmann concluded, “Sometimes we take 
God’s unexpected care and love for granted.” 

Dr. Henry P. Sideropoulos, lay leader of the 
Greek Evangelical Church, referred to the story 


of the 10 lepers in the book of Luke, pt>inling 
out that “someone .said, ‘If you arc looking for 
gratitude, look it up in the dictionary.’ It’s easy 
for us. We are quick to ask and receive but very 
slow to give thanks.” 

He also said of the leper who returned to give 
thanks for his new-found health, “Not only was 
that man saved from leprosy, but also from the 
wrath of God. An e.ssenlial part of salvation is 
the altitude of the heart.” 

Monsignor Robert Gara from St. Rita’s Church 
picked up on Sideropoulos’ story of the 10 lepers, 
noting that “there was only one (leper) that counted 
(the one who gave thanks). What did he look like 
when he returned to Christ to give thanks? Did he 
come in fear? . . . Expression was in every part of 
his body.” 

Monsignor Gara said, “You have to beg people 
to say hello to you in Sierra Madre. They think 
you are crazy for inlerferring ... I would like 
to give an assignment to the paper. Urge everyone 
to talk to people and to smile. Everyone is leach¬ 
ing love, but that is external. All of us ministers 
can’t get that message across. Maybe you (the 
Sierra Madre Newsycan.” 'rnr - ' 

'’'‘■’‘R'eV. Charles WickhianJroHi Bethaivy Cluu-cJj 
described experiences'he had in India rcccnily where 
there are 150 million people speaking 200 lan¬ 
guages. The population is increasing by 35 million a 
year and there is much “noise, crowds and public 
filth.” 

He continued, “Thank God, I live here in 
this country, in this city and that we have the 
freedom to worship as we choose . . .Here in this 
country Christianity is predominant ... In India 
there is fear and superstition that dominates them 
(the people) . . . Here, we have respect for the 
individual, no matter who he might be Thank God 
for America. God bless America.” 

And at that point, Alden Webster, at the 
piano, led the group in “God Bless America,” 
and the program, that had been led by Martha 
Van De Verg, concluded.

A receptacle at the lobby of City Hall Is 
available for all residents who wish to make 
donations of clothing; especially small sizes and 
work clothes, to St. Francis Center, says Toni 
Navarro of Sierra Madre who is spearheading 
the collection.

Santee St. in downtown Los Angeles and dis¬ 
tributes winter clothing to poor men living in 
the downtown area. The center also feeds 
breakfast to about 50 to 60 men on a daily 
basis and helps them to find jobs, Navarro 
explains.

Johnson testifies 
at proceedings 


Vernon Vilroy Johnson’s attorney, James 
Brusiman, was instructed by Judge Marvin Rowen 
that specific information cont'erning Johnson’s tes¬ 
timony under the drug sodium amytal the day after 
his wife’s murder would not be allowed in the court 
case lhal started with jury Tuesday. This ruling 
was pronounced Monday in the last of the pre¬ 
trial instructions. 

Any testimony by Johnson’s psychiatri.st, if it 
specifically alludes to Johnson, is also inadmis¬ 
sible, the judge ruled. However, the psychiatrist 
may answer questions if they are not about the de¬ 
fense’s reaction while under the drug. 

While the jury was still not allowed in the 
courtroom of Superior Court in Pasadena last week, 
defendant Vernon Vilroy John.son, who is on trial 
for the murder of his wife, took the stand. 

He answered Defense Attorney James Brusi¬ 
man affirmatively when asked if his wife (Betty 
Florence Johnson) were an alcoholic and if he were 
an alcoholic. 

Brustman led him to a series of questions 
about how much he weighed (220 lbs.) and how 
many limes a week he worked out with weights. 

Johnson said in June of 1985 (the month of 
Mrs. Johnson’s murder), he could bench press 200 
lbs. He acknowledged his 48-inch chest and 41-in. 
waist,' and said he jogged three times a week. 

Johnson told Brustman that he was in the 


Armed Forces from 1940 - *46 and that he was 
in the war of the S. Pacific. While he was sta¬ 
tioned in Hawaii, he was an instructor in martial 
arts there. He also taught other Navymen unarmed 
combat and was discharged in 194S. 

He continued instructing “neighborhood child¬ 
ren and the Arcadia Mounted Police” in martial 
arts “at no charge,” Johason told his attorney. 

District Attorney Susan Wondries asked John¬ 
son when was the last time he was an instructor 
of martial arts and he answered “about IS years 
ago.” 

He said he had his brown belt in martial 
arts in 1943 and told Wondries. “Qnce you have 
it, you have it.” . 

Wondries asked him where he worked out and 
he said “at home.” He said he lifted weights on 
the patio. He told the district attorney that he was 
still working out, and that he was 6 ft. 2 in. tali.

Van Wickle murder 
trial starts Dec. 4 


The trial of Lee Roy Pugh, 23, is to be con¬ 
tinued to Dec. 4 in the Superior Court of Pomona.

Pugh is being held on four counts: murder, 
kidnapping, kidnapping for the purpose of rob¬ 
bery and robbery. 

Pugh was arrested for the murder of Matt Van 
Wickle, whose body was found Apr. 3 in the bushes 
near the San Bernardino freeway, about 20 minutes 
from Sierra Madre. 

Van Wickle, 17, of Sierra Madre, had been 
missing since Monday, Mar. 24. 

Readers will remember that police were first 
tipped off that Van Wickle’s auto, a 1973 Chev¬ 
rolet Nova, had been seen on the 210 freeway. 
That auto had been missing since the youth’s 
disappearance. The motorists who spotted the car, 
followed the auto to a home at 227'/i Cherry St. 
in Monrovia and contacted the police, who estab¬ 
lished an all-night surveillance. Pugh arrived Satur¬ 
day morning at that address and was arrested. 

Van Wickle had been shot with a .25 caliber 
automatic. The gunshot wound in his chest actually 


caused his death, but he was shot two more times 
in his upper torso. 

The youth was last seen at Santa Anita Mall 
in Arcadia where he reportedly went for lunch the 
Monday of his disappearance. When he did not 
report for work at his uncle’s meat market, Snider’s 
Meats in Monrovia, Frank Van Wickle called the 
youth’s parents, Andrea and Fred Van Wickle. 

When he did not arrive home that evening 
and on Tuesday, the family called the Sierra Madre 
Police who distributed flyers around the state. At 
that point. Van Wickle was officially declared a 
missing person. 

Pugh had moved into a rear house owned by 
a friend two days before Easter. Witnesses said 
he was driving Van Wickle’s car at that time and 
told neighbors he had just purchased the auto for 
$300. 

Pugh was arraigned June 6. 

Survivors include his parents, and a sister, 
Sarah, all of Sierra Madre. Grandparents, uncles 
and aunts also survive.

“Permits to cut Christ¬ 
mas trees are available 
at seven of the 18 na¬ 
tional forests in Calif¬ 
ornia,’’ stated Zane G. 
Smith Jr., regional for¬ 
ester, Pacific Southwest 
Region, USDA Forest 
Service. “The remaining 
forests have been pro¬ 
hibited from Christmas 
tree cutting this year be¬ 
cause of resource da¬ 
mage and management 
problems,” continued 
Smith. 

Local requirements 
and conditions vary by 


forest. Specific condi¬ 
tions can be learned by 
contacting individual fo¬ 
rests. Permits range 
from $2 to $8. Trees 
must be tagged when re¬ 
moved from the nation¬ 
al forests.

Commissions recommend 
moratorium, amendment 



to City Councii 

Sierra Madre Planning Commissioners ham¬ 
mered out m^e pointers for the newly-reappointed 
Cultural Heritage Commission at their regular meet¬ 
ing last Thursday evening. Sierra Madre landmarks 
and their future were basic subjects of interest 
that evening. 

The commissioners passed an urgency ordinance 
establishing a 45-day moratorium on building demo¬ 
lition for up to one year. This is set to forestall 
the demolition of properties constructed prior to 
1930, except by issuance of a C.U.P., to one year, 
pending modification of the list. 

Also passed that evening is a recommenda¬ 
tion for an amendment to Section 7500 (a) through 
(g) which would permit such structures to be re¬ 
located. The amendment would allow historical 
buildings so designated to be moved both for pre¬ 
servation and to provide an alternative during the 
term of the moratorium. 

These recommendations were to go to the City 
Council Tuesday evening and if passed, would re¬ 
quire a four-fifth vote. The urgency ordinance 
would establish the moratorium, but the second or¬ 
dinance would be for first reading by title only. 

Because the Sierra Madre News published a day 
early this week so readers could have the paper 
before Thanksgiving, The News was unable to pub¬ 
lish the results of this meeting in this paper. It 
will appear in next week’s edition. 

The question of city parks also took part of 
the evening with commissioners recommending to 


the City Council that parcels indicated on the gen¬ 
eral plan should be considered for proposed parks in 
Sierra Madre. 

They also recommended a study of some of the 
areas in Sierra Madre that include the Jam^n 
Foundation on Highland Ave. which they described 
as “the last parcel of undeveloped land” in Sierra 
Madre. 

Commissioner Ross Tyree made the motion 
that a variance request for a side yard at the Van 
Wagner home at 260 Churchill Glen be denied. 
Several neighbors appeared to complain about the 
noise factor and a so-called illegal deck built on 
the property. Commissioner Fred Wesley said, “I 
would suggest we relook at the overall plan. 

John Clarke’s request for a lot width var¬ 
iance to create two parcels from one parcel fell 
on deaf ears when commissioners realized that 
Clarke did not own the property at 80 E. Grand¬ 
view which is actually owned by Stanley Fish. Al¬ 
though, according to Clarke, the owner is “in¬ 
competent,” commissioners felt he had no legal 
right to the action. Fish’s conservator, Nancy So- 
luri, agreed, and verbally spanked the commission¬ 
ers for giving Clarke any time in their meeting. 

Planning Commissioners set Dec. 18, 7:30 p.m. 
for the public hearing of the R-3 ordinance. They 
' also plan to meet in joint session with the City 
Council on Jan. 20 at 7 p.m.

Books to Grow By 

We have many Christmas surprises i

This article is the result of recent discussions 
spearheaded by Donna Watkins, children’s libra¬ 
rian at Sierra Madre Public Library, who has been 
investigating the need for an after-school program 
in this area. We hope this article, completed by 
Joan Reichardt, will shed some light on the entire 
program. Ed. 

The Child Care Information Service was es¬ 
tablished in 1973 by the Pasadena/Foothill Consor¬ 
tium on Child Care to provide a consolidated in¬ 
formation resource of available child care options 
in the foothill area. Sierra Madre is one of seven 
communities which is served by this office. Kathy 
Malaske-Samu is the current director of CClS and 
may be reached at 7%-4341. 

If you live in this foothill area, (Duarte to 
La Canada), a call to the service would provide 
you with a list of close and available options for 
licensed child care. The worker will describe the 
licensed facilities — both private and public — 
based on the geographical area and your needs. 
It is left to the parent to follow up on the sugges¬ 
tions offered by the worker. 

Child care currently costs between $65 and $120 
per week. There are almost no places for the care 
of children under the age of 2. Even at the high 
rate of care, the care-giver receives a low, hourly 
wage, making child care attractive to few. 

For Sierra Madre, there are four family day 
care homes with six or fewer children allowed, 
one home with a maximum of 12 children allowed 
and four larger child care facilities registered with 
CClS. 

Based on the 1980 census, 49% of the mothers 
in Sierra Madre worked outside the home. There 
were 687 children under the age of six, and only 
149 licensed spaces available to provide care. Just 
last year, CClS made over 230 referrals for families

in Sierra Madre. This inbalance reflects at a local 
level the nationwide need for more adequate and 
affordable child care programs. 

The need for child care after school in Sierra 
Madre is emphasized again by Donna A. Watkins, 
the coordinator of children’s services in town, when 
she says, “Once our community becomes more 
aware of the problem, we will begin to find 
answers.” One up-and-coming solution is an after¬ 
school program to be sponsored by the Parks and 

Recreation Department. 

To help with the need for affordable child 
care, CClS sponsors three subsidized child care 
programs in Pasadena and Altadena. 

One is called “Alternative Payments” and it 
serves 130 children, with 800 on the waiting list, 
serves low-income families by either charging small 
fees or no fees for child care. One-fourth of the 
children in this program are at risk of being abused 
or neglected. 

Respite Child Care provides funding for seven 
or eight children who have been relerred from other 
agencies and are in need of full-time care. This 
program is specifically set up for children at risk 


of being abused. This is an alternative to a foster 
home. 

The Job Training Partnership Act provides 
child care for mothers involved in a job training 
course. It is unfortunate that single mothers are 
rarely accepted In this program. 

Sponsored by CClS is the "Toy Library,” 
much like our old toy loan. This is funded joint¬ 
ly by United Way and the State Department of 
Education. Tricia Stohiman is the librarian and 
spends about 12 hours a week in the field driving 
the Toy Express to licensed child care homes. 
The idea is to enrich the child care environments 
without capital expenditures. The toys are safe and 
fun. There are also car seats available for loan to 
low-income families from the toy library. Tricia 
also holds monthly training sessions and workshops 
for child care providers in our area. 

CClS is also involved in organizing employer- 
supported child care programs. Throu«[h education, 
it is hoped that an awareness of tne need for 
child care will develop and that employers will 
move toward meeting these needs. CClS can provide 
monetary assistance to implement such a child care 
program.

The judge asked again how far it was bet- j 
ween the front doors and Johnson repeated “about 
KXlfcci.”

Johnson has been out on $50,(X)0 bail I 
since he was arrested the day after Mrs. Johnson’s I 
body was discovered in one of the affluent residen- I 

tial areas of Sierra Madre. , , .u 

Although James Brustman, counsel for the 

defense, urged that testimony of witnesses appear¬ 
ing in last week’s edition of The News be thrown 
out. Judge Marvin D. Rowen ruled that most of 
it would be retained in the Superior Court trial 
of state against Vernon Vilroy Johnson of Sierra I 

In answer to that. Judge Rowen said he would j 
allow testimony by Officer Rozann Bazzell of the 
Sierra Madre Police Force, who testified that on j 
Apr. 3, 1985, she reported to the defendant’s resi- I 
dence and observed Mrs. Johnson to be “upset, I 
crying, hysterical and yelling.” 1 

The judge said, “She (Officer Bazzell) staled 
in the defendant’s presence that the defendant was 
trying to kill her. The defendant said nothing 
in response except that he would leave the res¬ 
idence.” 

The judge said the statement that the defend- | 
ant had been beating Mrs. Johnson with his fists 
will be adpiitted as well as Bazzell’s evidence that 
she observed redness on Mrs. Johnson’s face where 
Mrs. Johnson said she had been hit. 

The state of intoxication of both the John¬ 
sons was also to be admitted as evidence in the 
murder trial. 

The judge ruled that all the information con¬ 
cerning prior contacts of disturbance, whether it 
was initiated by Mrs. Johnson or the neighbors, 
would not be admitted. 

“However, if the defense counsel wishes to 
inquire about anything prior to Apr. 3, 1985, 
that will be admitted and then it will open up 
those prior contacts.” 

Defense Counsel Brustman said, “We’ll have 
to bring up at least 10 of these incidences when 
Mrs. Johnson was never hospitalized, never treat¬ 
ed... ” 

The judge answered, “My ruling goes to Apr. 3, 
1985,” and said his ruling indicated that the dis¬ 
trict attorney (Susan Wondries) may not present 
information of prior contacts of alleged beatings. 

Brustman said he respectfully disagreed with 
the court’s ruling, “I’m going to have to open 
I the gate, so to speak.” 

The judge continued with his ruling, “Con¬ 
cerning Ardelle Fisher (the neighbor across the street 
’ who was a witness last week), her testimony of 
two years prior to the date of the homicide will 
^ not be admitted. However, her testimony of an 
incident one year prior to the date will be al¬ 
lowed.” Fisher had testified that she had responded 
’ to Mrs. Johnson’s knocking at the door and her 

^ entreaty to Fisher that “Vern’s trying to kill me. 

May I come in?” 

Judge Rowen also allowed her testimony of an 
incident four to six months before Mrs. Johnson’s 
death in which Fisher testified that on that evening 
she found Mrs. Johnson at the front door. The 
judge reiterated that Mrs. Johnson appeared upset, 
her voice was agitated and her eyes tearful when 
she asked to come in because “Vern’s trying to 
kill me.” Also allowed was Fisher’s testimony that 
Mrs. Johnson said Johnson had struck his wife 
“in the bedroom.”
